EY HE late Reverend Mr. James 


Pierce, of Exeter, drew up a ſcrip- 

ture catechiſm ; which, for ſeveral 

years, was taught, and explaned, by 
my worthy brother, and much efieemed friend, 
Mr. Milner of Yarmouth. 

The length of that catechiſm, and of ſome of 
the anſwers, has been objected to. Some of the 
more ſpeculative parts have, alſo, been thought to 
be above the capacities of children. Here is an 
attempt made, to remove theſe difficulties. Hows 
ever; ſome of Mr. Pierce's words ore retained, 
in the queſtions. And his method has been of 
great ſervice, to the Author, through the whole.
